An important key to increasing voter turnout by minori- 
tiés is voter registration. Only 50.5 percent of the Bleck 
voting-ageé population cast a ballot in the 1980 presidential 
election, yet among Blacks registered to vote, 84.2 percent 
vgted. Only 43.0. percent of voting-age Biacks voted-In the 
congressional races of 1982, but among those registered, 
72.7 percent voted. But current attempts to sign up the 
unregistered are complicated by the many and varied state- 

erected barriers to simple and convenient voter 
régistration. 

Most voter registration requirements in the United States 
were enacted in the late 1800s to prevent Blacks in the 
South and new immigrants in the North from voting. 
Although such requirements have been rationalized by the 
nged to prevent voter fraud, most election fraud occurs in 
voting, not registration, and is typically committed by elec- 
tion officials, not private citizens. Whatever their theoreti- 
cdl justification, in practice these requirements serve prim- 
arily to reduce voter participation among all citizens and 
especially among minority and poor people. 

Other western nations facilitate registration. Some of 
them even use house-to-house canvassing similar to our 
census taking. But here in the United States, restrictions 
have long operated to discourage broad participation in the 
electoral process. Statistics from states with large Black 
populations make clear the continuing negative impact of 
registration restrictions: the average Black-white registra- 
tion discrepancy in the South is about 10 percentage 
points, and the number of unregistered Blacks in the North 
ranges trom several hundred thousand in Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, and New Jersey to just under one million in New 
York. 

Black registration has increased significantly in 1984 
Many Black voters have become convinced for the first time 
that their votes might make a difference. Further gains 
depend, in part, on the success of efforts to remove the 
burden of registering from the individual and place it on 
state and federal governments, where it belongs. To this 
end, a coalition of civil rights organizations has begun a 
litigation campaign to make voter registration accessible to 
all citizens. 

The above facts were revealed in an written article by 
Lani Guinier, assistant counsel! at the NAACP Legal 
Defense and Educational Fund Inc. and published in 
Focus, a publication of the Joint Center for Polical Studies. 
Ms.Guinier cited several national orgariizations that are 
involved in the struggle to end barriers to voter registration 
and explained that the next steps are to put the registration 
issue atop the national agenda; pressure registrars, secre- 
taries of state, and members of Congress to do something 
about the enormous number of unregistered voters. 

Here in Ohio, citizens are fortunate that voter registration: 
is easily accessible. It is unfortunate that everyone has not 
taken advantage of this hard won privilege. We urge every 
eligible citizen to make their power count by registering to 
vote and voting in all elections. You may register at any 
county elections board or be registered by the many dep- 
uty registrars who have volunteered their services to make

Black chemist, 27,

When Michael Ross was a 
youngster he pined for the 
chemistry sets advertised on 
Saturday morning television.

A 1975 graduate of South 
High School, Ross was gradu- 
ated from Hardin Simmons 
College in Abilene, Tx., with a 
major in chemistry and a minor 
in physics. He is currently 
working on a master’s degree 
at the Ohio State University, 
and hopes to go on to achieve a 
doctorate degree. 

At South, he lettered in ten- 
nis and football, and has a bas- 
ketball trophy to show for his 
accomplishments in the sports 
arena. 

Ross laments the fact that 
today’s Black youth don't seem 
to have too much interest in 
science. . 

“Basically, you could say," 
he added, “they don’t have role 
models in science. They want 
careers in sports, entertain-

Energy credit deadline 
is extended to Sept. 30

Ohio Tax Commissioner Joanne Limbach has announced 
that Sept. 30 is the deadline to apply for the Ohio Energy Credit 
Program. Sept. 1 was the original deadline. 

“Although it is stil! summertime, thousands of low income 
senior citizens and disabled persons are going to need help on 
their winter heating bills and now is the time to apply,” Limb- 


ach said. 


To help those Ohioans who have not remembered to apply 
or who are not aware of the program Limbach requested the 


extended deadline. 


Limbach added that last year the program helped approxi- 
mately 277,000 low income senior citizens and disabled 
through the cold winter months. 

Following are requirements for the program: 

--Be head of your own household or spouse. 

--Be 65 years of age or older or be totally and permanently 


disabled. 


--Have a total income for 1983 of no more than $9,000. 
Those Ohioans who meet all the requirements are eligible 


for the following benefits: 


-Eligible applicants with: incomes between $5,000 and 
$9,000 will receive a 25 percent credit on their winter heating 


bills. 


--Eligible applicants with incomes under $5,000 will receive 
a 30 percent credit on their winter heating bills. 

--Eligible applicants who are on a meter or pay for heat in 
their rent, or use bottle propane, wood, or kerosene will receive 


a payment of $125.

Pitching Wedge 

From about 80 yards down, 
however, most golfers rely 
heavily on the all purpose 
“Pitching Wedge.” it supplies 
the utmost in loft among the 
irons and, when struck prop- 
erly, the utmost in back spin, 
thereby stopping the ball inthe 
minimum amount of space, a 
condition that is paramount 
when the pin is placed in the 
vicinity of a hazard.
